When Ms.Berry asked 
me, one day last year, if I'd 
like to introduce a group of 
Gloucester students to our 
Ropes Course, I thought, why 
not? I’d get out of a full day 
of classes (sheer bliss) and 
better, I’d get to show off. 
After all, 1 thought, what 
could these kids from the 
boondocks have over us, 
Cambridge sophisticates? 

I came to the field house 
that day expecting a bunch of 
snobbish, Valley-girl types. 
But as we went through all of 
the getting-to-know-you and 
trust games, that go along 
with the regular Indoor 
Adventures Program, the 
barriers between us began to 
dissolve. 

By the end of the day, we 
were fast friends. Winding up 
the day with a rap session in 
the SSC, we discussed some 
of the similarities and dif- 
ferences between our two 
schools. Someone from 
Gloucester mentioned an 
overnight trip they were 
taking to an island near 
Gloucester. The group in- 
vited us to join them.

A week later we arrived 
in Gloucester ready for ex- 
citement, unloaded our 
equipment and headed for 
the school.

But back outside, we found 
many things that Cambridge 
lacks. The air smelled like 
water, fresh, clean; all 
around was free, open space. 
And directly behind the 
school was the ocean. 

As soon as we tired of the 
school we pulled on our gear - 
ridiculous looking and 
oversized plastic pants and 
jackets - and pushed off in 
our dories (a type of large 
wooden, rowboat. Ours were 
made by students, there, at 
the school.) 

After what seemed to be 
six hours, we had covered the 
mile or so to the island, with 
tired arms and, despite the 
rain gear, so ies. 
qa we changed into dry 

othes, pitched our tents, 
built a fire and put the food 
on the grill. 

That night was quite an 
experience, with s) i 
moments for us all. \ 





In the morning we got 
up, less enthusiastic about 
outdoor life after few hours of 
sleep on the cold ground. We 
packed up and said good-bye 
to the island and rowed the 
endless trip back to 
Gloucester as quickly as 
possible. Once there, we went 
on a tour of Gloucester, in 
several small groups. Then, 
finally, we climbed back onto 
the bus and headed home, 
happy but exhausted. 

And now, I’ve cut my 
precious nails and summoned 
my courage for the first trip 
of this year: rockclimbing. 
I’ve bought my hiking boots 
for the backpacking and my 
woolens for the Gloucester 
trip and skiing. And I’ve 
prayed that my bad knee 
won’t give out at the worst 
possible moment and that I 
won’t give in to the voice in 
my head that keeps telling me 
that I’m not an athlete. I’m 
all set for a wild year in the 
great outdoors.

COURSE/PROGRAM CHANGE 
POLICY 

Course change requests will be 
granted only when the student’s 
program is judged to be educationally 
inappropriate. 

When this criterion applies, the 
following guidelines should be 
followed 

1) Student picks up a Student 
Schedule Change Request form 
his/her Housemaster. 

2) Student then discusses course 
change with his/her counselor, 
current teacher, new teacher, coor- 
dinator, Housemaster and parents; 
secures their signatures and returns

3) a. If the course change does 
not meet with the approval of all 
parties involved, a conference may 
take place to arrive at a final decision. 

b. If the course change is 
approved the Housemaster will 
forward the form to the appropriate 
counselor for computer processing. 

4) No course change will be 
official until the student is formally 
discharged from the class he/she is 
leaving (books returned, grades and 
attendance recorded, signed out by 
teacher).

COURSE WITHDRAWALS 

1. Students who withdraw from a class 
within two weeks prior to the close of 
marks will receive a grade for that 
course.

Students are expected to bring 
books to detention and to remain 
quiet. Students must follow the in- 
structions of the supervising adult. 

Students will have to make up 
missed detention. Failure to make up 
missed detention will result in a 
hearing for a possible suspension from 
school. 


DISMISSAL 

Students who need to be dismissed 
during the school day should bring a 
note to their House T.I.C. The T.I.C. 
will give the student a dismissal note 
and also record the time the student 
must leave on the attendance sheet. 

All dismissals are verified by a call 
to the home by the Housemaster’s 
office. Students should sign out in the 
House office when they leave the 
building. 

Students are discouraged from 
scheduling doctor’s and dentist’s 
appointments during the school day. 
These should be done after 2:30. 
Students should also schedule other 
appointments, such as driving tests, 
after school. 





PROJECT EXCEL 

Students who are interested in 
taking special after-school and 
weekend courses in accelerated and

ID CARDS 

Special CRLS Identification Cards 
are available in the SSC.

IMMUNIZATION POLICY 

State law requires that all students 
be immunized against certain diseases. 
All students must have a copy of their 
health record on file with the school 
nurse by October 1, 1984. Students 
who have not filed their immunization 
record with the nurse by the required 
date will be excluded from school until 
all immunizations are given and the 
records are received. 

The nurse will contact all students 
whose health records are incomplete. 

Free vaccinations are given by the 
nurse. 


LOCKERS 

Each student will be given a locker 
near his/her homeroom and a lock. 
Students will pay $3.00 for their lock. 

Only school department issued 
locks are to be used. All other locks 
will be removed at the student’s 
expense. 

Students are not to share lockers 
with other students, unless given 
permission. Students are not to write 
on any part of their lockers. 

Students are warned not to keep 
anything of great value in their 
lockers. The school is not responsible 
for any items stolen from lockers. 
Housemasters and the Security Office 
will lock up any student valuables for 
the day. 

The school will conduct regular 
locker cleanups and students are 
responsible for keeping their locker 
clean and neat. 

Students will keep their locks when 
they graduate or move. Students who 
lose a lock must pay $3.50 for a new 
one.

BI-LINGUAL EDUCATION/ 
ENGLISH AS A SECOND 
LANGUAGE 

English as a Second Language and 
Bi-Lingual Education were 
established to meet the academic and 
social needs of non-English speaking 
children and to achieve smooth in- 
tegration through better cultural 
understanding among all students. 
The programs attempt to provide an 
environment in which students grow 
at their own rate in both their native 
language and in English. Instruction 
in the student’s first language is given 
for growth and progress in such areas 
as mathematics, science, history, 
culture, and language arts. At the 
same time, the student is given in- 
struction in English geared for his/her 
level ofcompetency. : 

The transitional bi-lingual program 
is planned to be a three-year program; 
this allows the student time to learn 
English as a second language and 
American history and culture while 
continuing progress in his or her first 
language. At the end of the three-year 
period, students make the transition 
to a standard American classroom. 





BUREAU OF PUPIL SERVICES 

The Bureau of Pupil Services offers 
many special programs at CRLS. 
These programs are designed to 
provide students who have an 
Individual Education Plan with the 
most effective opportunities to learn 
and develop the skills necessary for a 
successful adult life. In order to obtain 
services, a student must meet with 
members of the Core Evaluation 
Team. After some testing, the 
student’s parents or the student 
himself/herself (if 18 years or older) 
meet with the team to decide which 
services are necessary and how they 
should be delivered. A student 
wishing to receive these special ser- 
vices should see his/her guidance 
counselor.

CENTER 

The Career Resource Center 
provides students wi current 
resources for college ap loans 
PSAT, SAT, and other Pa 
testing, Financial Aid forms, career 
development and career exploration.

SCHOOL BEHAVIOR

I got a call last evening from my friend on the 
Admissions Committee at State U. He was puzzled by my 
new computerized C.R.L.S. transcript, and wondered if he

Being privy to some classified information, I im- 


mediately understood my friend’s confusion. I proudly 
exlsined to him that the Cambridge Rindge & Latin School 
is now part of the fast-paced, eee world, and recently 
spent exorbitant amounts on the latest in computer systems. 
ost seniors don’t know it yet, I said, but their old, in- 
dividually hand-typed college transcripts are being replaced 
by ultra-compact and more detailed computerized versions. 

While I was basking in the joys of technological ad- 
vance, I heard a faint cough in the receiver and remembered 
about my caller.

The history of Cam- 


“bridge Rindge and “Latin is’ 


greater than one can 
imagine. In room RIl6 there 
are many photographs and 
trophies from 1888 and up. 
When the merging of the two 
schools occurred (1977) many 
of these photographs and 
trophies from the McCue 
Room (alumni room of the 
old Rindge Technical School) 
were misplaced and stolen. It 
is sad because there is a good 
possibility that in time our 
school may and can become a 
small formation of a 
museum. 

Back in the 1890s and 
into the 20th century, the 
education system was greatly 
valued and the teachers were 
greatly dedicated. You’d be 
surprised to know and learn 
about how many graduates of 
the old school moved on to 

_high positions in their lives. 
They were also well-prepared 
in their trade and even a few 
millionares or two were made. 

The Alumni affects all of 
the students here at Rindge. It 
is our history and our 
education. Every year at least 
four graduates recieve the 
John W. Wood Scholarship 
Fund(he was once head- 
master of Rindge).

Interview With 
Edward Sarasin

Many have said jokingly 
that they have heard of the 
principal, but have never 
really seen Mr. Sarasin. 
Contrary to what many 
believe, he has a legitimate 
reason for that. I discovered 
this past week that he is a 
very busy man. I was very 
fortunate to have him answer 
a few questions to give a little 
insight about himself. 

Q. What were the cir- 
cumstances under which you 
became principal?. 

A. At the time, I was a math 
teacher and _ Assistant 
Principal. There were two 
high schools: Rindge Tech 
and High & Latin. I thought 
it would be a good challenge. 
I had some good ideas for the 
high school (when they 
merged together). I went 
through the regular interview 
against 110 people, and this 
is my 7th year as principal of 
this school. I have been in 
Cambridge as a math teacher 
and Assistant Headmaster for 
21 years. 

Q. What were the goals you 
wanted to aceon hah? 

A. I wanted to produce a safe, 
secure, learning environment 
for students. I wanted to 
improve attendance, help 
with involvement of teachers 
to improve academic ex- 


cellence, scheduling 
procedures used, and to 
produce a humane, 


responsive environment for 
students. : 
Q. What were the goals you 
did accomplish? ~ 
A. To encourage good at- 
tendance, and _ academic 
excellence. We have House 
competitions, TAP (Teacher 
Adviser Program). We openly 
acknowledge the 
achievements of students by 
awards. 
Q. What about a “‘secure’’ 
atmosphere? 
A. We hold students 
responsible for their actions. 
We do not tolerate students 
being discourteous to their 
teachers. We must all be 
respectful of each other.

A. The faculty is exceptional, 
and there are staff members 
to help out. All the teachers 
have had the desire to make 
the school a better place. 
They put in a lot of time 
beyond the classroom. I can’t 
think of one incident where, 
when help was asked for, no 
one. volunteered. 

Q. What don’t you like about 
your job? 

A. (After a long pause) The 
most frustrating thing about 
working here is getting tied 
down with administratrive 
trivia. I don’t like budget 
hearings because I always 
have to fight for the school, 
for such things as money for 
books, teachers, etc. There 
was never a hearing where 
there was never an attempt to 
cut teachers at the high 
school. I would also like to 
visit more classrooms, but 
this is such a big school that 
that makes it difficult. 


Q. Did you feel intimidated 
by all the other headmasters 
who were known to be great 
men? 

A. No! There was no reason 
to be. I had a good working 
relationship with the two 
previous headmasters, being 
the assistant headmaster. I 
had a good idea of how to run 
ahigh school.

"Peachers Work To Rule

On a cold Tuesday morning, the 13th of November, 1984, a spark was set by the 
teachers of CRLS. The matter is not new and comes as of no surprise to the students and 
faculty. Fifteen minutes prior to the starting time of the CRLS day for students, the 
teachers met at the main entrance of the school. 

First notice of the meeting came Friday, November 9, in the form of a full length 
pamphlet. The Teachers Negotiating Team had met with the School Committee’s 
Negotiating Team from the evening of Thursday, November 8 to 2:50 A.M. on Friday, - 
November 9, and little was accomplished. The School Committee is demanding increased 
working hours per week and more working days per year. They did tack on a salary 
increase for the teachers, but it totaled less than 7 percent over a 2 year period. The 
schoo] committee also wishes to make a 30 percent cut in the teachers health benefits. 

The action that many of you witnessed this week, has been named the WORK TO 
RULE.--- WITH- HOLDING OF VOLUNTARY SERVICES. This will continue every 
morning until either the School Committee drops its new demands, or in the most severe 
case, the teachers will strike. During this time, teachers are asked not to do any voluntary 
services. This includes, unfortunately, correcting tests, tutoring students, college 
recommendations, etc... They will meet fifteen minutes before opening time and will 
leave the school in unison, then minutes after the dismissal of students.

Who Has 
The Power? 


If you have been wondering about your grade on last 
week’s chemistry test or English paper, you may be in 
store for a long wait. The contract negotiating committee 
representing Cambridge teachers and administrators has 
decided to implement a work to rule action in response to 
unacceptable contract proposals from the School Com- 
mittee. This action will have a huge impact upon the high 
school and must be taken very seriously. 

The decision means that teachers and administrators 

“will’report to school everyday, but will not work beyond 
their conractual expectations. In other words, no more late 
nights spent dreaming up stumper questions for history 
exams and no extra help after school. 

Few students will remember that a similar action was 
put into effect only four short years ago. Most teachers 
would like to forget those times, described by some as 
harrowing, tense, and conflict-ridden. It was a time of 
paperwork pile-up and Excedrin headaches. 

The teachers have been without a new contract for 

months now. There is speculation that this has something 
to do with a new superintendent and the first-non-CTA- 
-backed school committee in years. Presently, the School 
Committee proposals include a pay increase that would 
amount to less than 7 percent over two years in conjunction 

“with increased time in the form of extra hours per week 
and extra days per year as well as a 30 percent reduction in 
health benefits. All of this amounts to an insult to the 
people who are responsible for the education of today’s 
children and tomorrow’s future. For too long now, 
teachers and school administrators have not been given the 
money, nor the respect that they deserve. 

Currently, there is a statewide educational reform 
proposal supported by Governor Dukakis that would 
increase teacher salaries significantly and simultaneously 
transfer a sizeable degree of control over public education 
from the municipal school committees to a state 
organization. Perhaps this a is necessary step in the 
upgrading of education. Albeit that the City of Cambridge 
may be in a financial pinch, there is no excuse for 
degrading its teachers any further. 

Perhaps the greatest problem inherent in the work to 
rule action is that the students will be hurt more than 
anyone. We will get shafted. We will continue to do our 
required work, but we will receive none of the feedback 
that is absolutely essential to the educational process. 

Many seniors fear that any duration of work to rule 
will interfere in their college application and vocational 
placement processes. It will be difficult to get recom- 
mendations typed, applications processed. Perhaps the 


worst fear is that the strike will continue for long enough ~ 


as to interfere with the timely release of grades. Almost 
every senior has been waiting for three years to get out of 
school in May instead of on June 25th. No one wants to 
spend extra time in school because of negotiation failure. 
After this list of potential grievances the following 
point may well prove to be acrucial one to the maintenance 
of a working atmosphere at CRLS in the weeks ahead. Asa 


student, it is quite easy to respond to self-interest and be

anger is very legitimate but is ineffective as pure hostility. 
Students must try to understand the dilemma that teachers 
face. Most teachers are highly committed to their work, to 
helping kids learn and grow. Consequently, there is a 
temptation to sneak work home despite the moratorium. ~

Next week’s 
survey, however, marks the 
first time that student 
health complaints will be 
solicited. 

According to school 
committee sources, similar 
health problems have been 
noticed in other Cambridge 
schools, but particularly at 
the high school and the 
Martin Luther King Jr.

School NG a thorough 
window renovation project 
has been completed. These 
schools are examples of 
buildings built after the 
energy crisis, designed on 
a theory’ of ., self- 
containment to lower heat 
loss and thus reduce 
energy costs. The result is 
poor .ventilation by win- 
dows and, inadequate ac- 
cess to fresh air. 

There have been 
recent studies done in an 
effort to evaluate the extent 
of the air problem at the 
high school. These studies, 
however, present a difficult 
problem to testing the 
components of the air. It is 
hard to know which 
substances to test for. Each 
process can be both time- 
consuming and financially 
burdensome. However, 


recent studies _ have - 


distinguished some  ob- 
vious problems. For one, 
there is too much teat in 
classrooms that are ex- 
posed to direct sunlight 
daily, particularly those 
near the Greenhouse. 
Other heat problem areas 
include some of the 
overcrowded computer 
rooms which are ap- 
parently quite  stiffling.

tilation system is not doing 
its job. Much of the air that 
is circulated through the 
building is actually 
recirculated from _ other 


classrooms, and  hasn’t- * 
been fresh for days. There 


are definitive statewide 
standards which ascertain 
the number of cubic feet of 
air that must be filtered out 
of a building daily, and it 
appears that the ventilation 
system at CRLS is not 
meeting these criteria. 

Steps Being Taken 

There are various 
things that are currently 
being done in an attempt to 
ameliorate the air problem. 
To offset the inadequate 
ventilation, the system is 
being left on for more 
hours daily as well as on 
weekends. As of yet, it is 
unclear whether this 
alteration will improve the 
air quality. Another 
measure being taken is the 
comparison, with the aid of 
agencies like the Center for 
Disease Control, of the 
incidence of health 
complications at CRLS 
with other average schools. 
Hopefully, this in- 
vestigation will establish 
where the high school fits 
into a normal range of 
disease occurance. 

Significant anger has 
been focused towards the 
architects and engineers of 
the building. . However, 
school committee sources 
claim that this anger is 
fairly unjustifiable because 
the school was built ac- 
cording to the standards of 
the day. The problem lies 
in the fact that those 
standards have been raised 
over the years. 
Nonetheless, the designers 
can certainly be accused of 
lacking foresight necessary 
to avoid the. school’s 
current problems. 

The greatest problem 
with the whole air quality 
issue, and certainly one of 
the reasons that it is 
presently so controversial 
is that it is founded in a 
significant amount of 
rumour and speculation. It 
is very hard for an in- 
dividual to assign a cause 
to specific health 
problems. Yes, it could be 
a result of poor air quality, 
but then again, it could be 
entirely unrelated to the

“Stop Making Sense” Is A Moving Experience

Stop Making Sense, a 
recently released film 
featuring Talking Heads, 
attacks. the standard 
concert techniques with 
spirit and originality. The 
film transcends the genre 
of concert films we have 
grown up on with a com- 


bination of invigorating 
music and a_ staging 
concept which provokes 
new ideas. 


The title of the film 
chiefly applies to the 
musical context of the film. 

The leader of Talking 
Heads, David Byrne, is a 
formalist. His intent in the 
music which he writes is 
not to tell a stoty or make a 
point, but rather to create a

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form with the music and 
words which will provoke a 
response in his audience. 
He uses a collection of 
phrases which he believes 
to be related in some way. 
He then places these 
phrases where he deems 
correct within the tracks 
created by the band. 

Besides the lyrics of his 


_ songs, Byrne makes his 


point of Stop Making Sense 
by using other devices. The 
most obvious of these are 
projected images onto a 
screen behind the band. 
On three separate areas are 


projected common 
everyday phrases. The 
audience finds humor 


within the non-meaning of 
the words, but they in some 
way oddly seem to mean 
something. 





















In his staging of the 
concert, Byrne _ breaks 
down barriers edified by 
almost other concerts. The 
concert commences with a 
Byrne acoustic solo on a 
bare stage with the help of 
a portable tape recorder. 
Showing are the projectors 
used later in the concert 
and areas of the theatre 
usually. unseen in most 
concerts. Each song is 
accompanied by a _ new 
member of the band en- 
tering on stage to join 
Byrne... His. sors-eher 
equipment is brought on 
by a black-clad stage crew. 
The set up of. all lighting 
and wiring can plainly be 
seen by the audience. 
Byrne attempts a 
demystification of a rock 
concert. He does not wish 
the audience to view the 
concert as apart from 
reality, but for the 
audience to have a better 
chance at relating per- 
sonally to the music and 
performers. 

These concepts are 
almost completely realized 
in the filming of the 
concert for a movie. A 
brilliant move by _ the 
director, Jonathan Denme 
is to restrain fromn 
showing audience reaction 
to the concert. This 
favorite tool of most 
concert film directors only 
alienates people watching 
the movie. Stop Making 
Sense is shot almost en- 
tirely from angle by 
camermen on stage. ; 


Finally, the film’s ace 
in the hole is the 
magnetism of David Byrne. 
It is his binding presence 
which propels the film 


along. He adopts new 
charaeteristics for almost 
every song. This 
culminates with Byrne 


flaunting a highly over- 
sized suit which is known 
only as, the “Big Suit”.

Sanctuary Movement Attacked

Although 
10,000 refugees have been 
denied political asylum 
and sent back to Central 
America by the U.S., for a 
long time, no Sanctuary- 
connected refugees or 
church workers were 


‘arrested. On January 14, 


1985, however, the 
government cracked down 
on the Sanctuary 
Movement with an effort 
that was clearly coor- 
dinated from Washington. 
Sixty refugees were 
arrested and_ sixteen 
Sanctuary workers (in-> 
cluding a Protestant — 
minister, a Roman Catholic 
priest, and three nuns) 
were indicted on charges of 
conspiracy, smugglin 
illegal aliens, and unlawfu 
entry into the United 
The arrests took 





by the government when it 
was seeking the in- 
dictments fealuaed some 
tapes, secretly recorded by 
undercover agents, of 
church meetings. e 
arrests of the 14th were the 
culmination of aten-month 
government project. They 
were clearly intended to 
intimidate the Sanctuary 

ovement. Sanctuary 
leaders say, however, that 
they will be all the more 
energetic and persistent in

The Sanctuary 
Movement believes that the 
U.S. Government practice 
of deporting aliens back to 
their hostile homelands is 
both immoral and illegal.

Abortion Issue 
Draws Criticism 

Abortion is an issue which at best brings an abun- 
dance of sorted views. In its worst form, there is violence 
and mass confusion, By the eve of the 12th anniversary of 
the Supreme Court decision to legalize abortion, more than 
two dozen abortion clinics had been bombed. Here in 
Boston, 600 supporters of the Women’s Rights movement 
met at the First and Second Congregational Church in the 
Back Bay to express their disgust with what they called 
“harassing terrorists.” On this much-disputed an- 
niversary, 70,000 anti-abortionists marched on the Ellipse 
near the White House. 

How does Ronald Reagan feel about the surge to 
illegalize abortion? To a crowd of angry anti-abortionists 
he is in favor of banning all abortions, even when it 
jeopardizes the mother’s life. In a press conference, 

owever, White House aids assured members of the press 
that Reagan still supported life-saving abortions. 

A film called Silent Scream is being reviewed which is 
said to demonstrate that an Lice oul fetus experiences 
pain during the abortion. 

Even without a Supreme Court decision against 
abortion, clinics around the country are closing down in 
fear of the bombs. Senator Gordon J. Humphrey, alon 
with his colleagues, condemns the recent bombings an 
urges people to work within the law. 

There are two sides to the abortion issue: for it, against 
it. Either way you will receive criticism from somebody 
Make sure you have your own opinion on the topic.

Pro-abortionists chanted, “Not the church, not the 
state, women must decide their fate,” at rallies that hap- 
pened all across the country on January 22nd. That day 
marked the 12th anniversary of legalized abortion. Pro- 
abortionists feel that women should have the right of 
personal ~choice to have a child or an abortion and to 
control what is happening in their anatomy. 

Anti-abortionists do not feel this way. They want 
abortions to be stopped.

On January 22nd both sides held rallies, stating their 
beliefs. these rallies are the only thing that these parties 
have in common. From Georgia to Massachusetts, pro- and 
anti-abortionists spoke their minds. 

Abortion is a tough issue. there is alittle life at stake, 
not a piece of chicken or steak -- a baby. Watever that 
baby’s mother decides is her decision and only she can 
make it. 

A million-and a half abortions are performed each

Boring School Food 
Is Worth Mentioning 


You might be one of those people that wonders wh 

students are not allowed to take food onto the school’s 
remises. A possible answer to my question was given me 
ie a member of the faculty. 

This school’s kitchens, where food is prepared, have 
to be inspected. The kitchens where the meals are 
prepared in the various stores around the Santos are not 
supervised ye the schools and so are “illegal”. While many 
of us are willing to vouch that the “outside” food is quite 
safe, the authorities are not. Some might go far enough to 
say that the cafeteria food is more detrimental to our health 
than outside food. 

Many law-abiding students bend the rules concerning 
the extraneous meals and go to the store out of necessity. 
The necessity is that many students are not able to bring 
their own lunch to school for lack of time, or whatever 
reason. They have developed an aversion to the food in the 
cafeteria through the monotony of the past year or more of 
enduring the meals here. Apart from the fact that the food 
is quite A eanetal to the senses (i.e. looking at, tasting and

believe this school needs variety in its meals. With a 
school this size there are so many places where other food 
services could be offered. I believe there is space enough 
for a pizza place, a niche for sandwiches, salad bar, etc.

When presenting this idea, one might suggest that the 
authorities would not be willing to put up that much 
money for such a program. That’s probably correct, but it 
is my personal belief that ahs plas could bring in enogh 
profits to pay for the cost of undertaking it. It could also be 
thought oe as a plan to put students to work, especially the 
ones interested in culinary arts. 

I believe I have said as much as I can on the subject, 
but I encourage people to give it some thought. I would not 
call the matter of boring school food of dire importance, 
but I do feel that any improvement which can be made

Response To Food Article 


Some time ago an article was published in theRegister 
Forum entitled, “Is Boring School Food Worth Men- 
tioning.” The article quite enraged the members of the 
Department of Food Services. The head of the department 
requested to see me to present the other side of the story. 

So stated Mrs. Cyr, “We of the Food Services felt very 
hurt at the publication of that article. At first we could not 
understand it. How much variety could one want? (This 
statement pertains to a sentence in the article which said, 
“This school needs variety in its meals.”) We thought the 
article was unfair because of all our Variety. We have 
several different kinds of sandwiches. We tried other 
sandwiches, and a salad bar two years ago, but the kids did 
not buy it. At the cost of it we couldn't keep wasting the 
food, and a lot of money was lost. At a Fairness Committee 
meeting, the matter of selling yogurt was brought UPS and 
so we tried yogurt. It didn’t catch on, though the kids had 
asked for it. There was a snack counter which had bake 
sales, ethnic foods, etc. One student became sick with 
salmonella, and the Board of Health said that food could 
not be sold or prepared in this building unless it was done 
under the supervision of the Cambridge R&L Food Ser- 
vice. It was not our decision.” 

“Our food is made fresh every day, and Cambridge 
R&L has its own bakery, and no preservatives are used. 
The products are made fresh every day also. I have 
children, and I wouldn’t give these students anything I 
wouldn’t give my own kids. I don’t believe any of the other 
kids would either. We are open to other suggestions. If 
you, or others could come up with good ideas, we'll be 
happy to taken them in.”

A Solution To Beer on TV 


“Weekends are made for Michelob.” “Come to think 
of it, Ill havea Heinekin.” “Bring out your best...Bud- 
weiser Light.” 

Do the above-mentioned sound familiar to you? They 
should. They are some of the best commercials on 
television today and can be found during Friday night 
Bruins games or Saturday afternoon boxing matches. This 
is because 20 percent af all sporting programs are spon- 
sored by the liquor industry. 

The question is not who sponsors these alcoholic 
beverage commercials. The question is: should liquor 
commercials be banned from television? 

Reasons for banning the commercials from the 
television are good ones. Critics feel that the ad- 
vertisements suggest to children and teens that without 
alcohol she or he cannot have a good time. Showing happy, 
out-going people on a boat or hike with a sixie of Miller or 
a bottle of Riunite, the advertisements don’t only affect 
. teens; they affect all of the people of this country - young 
or old. The alcohol that these Americans consume pur- 
suade them to cause acts of violence and countless un- 
necessary deaths. 

However, under the first Amendement the advertisers 
have every right to talk to their customers. They say that 
the commercials are not meant to encourage the con- 
sumption of alcohol, but to encourage brand loyalty; to 
switch one brand to another. All the advertisers want is 
their share of the market. This is America and this is 
absolutely legal. 

To be frank, I had a hard time drawing a conclusion 
about whether or not I think beer and wine commercials 
should be banned from television. In one way, I would like 
to see the ads banned because they are promoting products 
that are hazardous to people’s well-being. Yet, in another 
way, I would like to see the commercials stay because this 
is the land of the freedom. Everyone should speak her or 
his mind and every party should have their say. I wouldn’t 
have the freedom to write this article if I wasn’t in America.

To The Editor 

I am writing regarding 
two very different topics. 
The first concerns an 
article and a poll that 
are in recent issues 
of the “Register Forum”: 
both dealt with the subject 
of abortion. Let me preface 
my comments by saying 
that I think the-writers on 
the paper are to be com- 
mended for tackling 
controversial subjects like 
abortion and 
homosexuality, and for 
dealing with them in a 
manner that has been, for 
the most part, informative, 
objective, and_ sensitive. 
My criticism is directed at 
your use of the word ‘pro- 
abortion.’ It is, I believe, a 
misleading term. I doubt 
that there is anyone who is 
for abortion in the sense of 
thinking that abortion is an 
easy, ideal solution to the 
agonizing problem of an 
unwanted pregnancy. What 
many people -- the majority 
of Americans, in fact, 
according to almost every 
poll conducted in the past 
few years -- do support is 
the right of women to have 
a choice when they face a 
pregancy they did not seek, 
do not desire, or cannot 


‘cope with. Thus, if a 


woman is pregnant as the 
result of rape or incest or if 
she is carrying a child that 
may be seriously defor- 
med, many people feel that 
she should have the option 
of _ terminating that 
pregancy. Whether your 
writers agree with that view 
or not, I hope that, in 
fairness, any future articles 
written on this difficult 
issue will employ the more 
accurate term, ‘pro- 
choice.’ 


My other reason for 
writing is to thank and 
applaud a number of 
people who have con- 
tributed to the school 
community in a variety of 
ways: John Hassel who 
initiated and implemented 
the campaign to increase 
school spirit here at 
Rindge and Latin; Eric 
Stone who effectively 
roused the crowd at the 
basketball games; all the 
people who participated in 
and/or were honored at the 
rally February 15th; and 
the boys’ basketball team 
that climaxed “CRLS Spirit 
Week” with a decisive win 
over Brockton Friday 
night. I hope that all of this 
energy and enthusiasm will

Then the United States 
took over the fight against 
the Vietnamese, ing 
afraid of a Communist 
takeover there and a 
domino effect in which 
Communism might spread 
to the rest of Southeast 
Asia. In 1975, the North 
Vietnamese | Communists 
backed by China and the 
U.S.S.R., drove the U.S. 
out and conquered South 
Vietnam. Today the entire 
country is ruled by a 
Communist government 
which is in effect a military 
dictatorship.

ung is from a coastal 
town in South Vietnam. His 
parents operate a store 
there. For a while be was an 
apprentice to his grand- 
father, who is a jeweler. 
Automobiles are rare so his 
family has a boat and two 
canoes. The streets are too 
rough for bicycles. 
he ommunist 
regime is not very popular 
in the South. Hung says 
es can tell a Communist 
ecause they never smile 
and always carry guns. 
Food is scarce in Vietnam. 
Rice and seafood are the 
usual diet. Religion is 
repressed; Hung’s Bud- 
dhist family used to go to 
prayer-chant meetings but 
those are no _ longer 
allowed. 

School in Vietnam is 
strict and old-fashioned 
compared to most 
American schools. There is 
more. memorization and 
recital of lessons than 
written exercising. The 
teacher lectures for most of 
the time and the kids are 
beaten with a stick if they 
speak or fidget during the 
lecture. They wear blue

and white uniforms. 

School begins at age 
six and lasts until age 
eee Few kids go to 
school all the way. Only 
about half go to school at 
all; many must work to 
earn money for their 
families. The kids who do 
go to school help out with 
the family occupations

The subjects studied 
are basically the same as in 
America but not as varied. 
They have social studies, in 
which they study Viet- 
namese history and 
European wars, among 
other things. There is 
much Communist and 
nationalist propaganda. 
There are math and 
science. They study the 
French and _ Russian 
languages. Music lessons 
are available for those who 
want them on both Viet- 
namese and Western in- 


struments. The major 
sports are soccer and 
volleyball.

Former Presidential candidate Jesse Jackson spoke to the students 
of Cambridge R&L on March 20th inside a packed Fitzgerald Theater. 
As Jackson took the podium he was greeted by a standing ovation that 
shook the walls of the theater. After a few moments, a sheet of silence 
fell over the crowd and Jackson began his speech. 


His talk, which consisted of 
chants such as “I am somebody - 
black, brown, red, yellow and white;

and “Up with coke; down with hope.

_ Rev.Jackson Speaks Out 


_Everyone’s level of awareness that the Rev. Jesse Jackson was coming 
C.R.L.S. was fairly low. His visit occured in the midst of a es eh 
ther 


Schools. es 

The more than 700 students attending received a strong, inspirational 
message pleading the discontinuation oF drug usage. Jackson told the 
students that to make it in the real world, we have to have a strong men- 
tality and remain “sober, sane and sensitive”. 

Backed by his well-known speaking abilities and over all charisma, 
Jackson had no problem getting the message across. 

One mesesage by Jackson was that each generation has contributed 
something special. “In 1955 we had apartheid in our own country. But 


~ Rosa Parks refused to go to the back of the bus.” In 1965 members of 


every race marched to Selma, Alabama, in order to obtain voting rights for 
all people. “Now,” Jackson said, “Your generation is the beneficiary of 
that work.” [tis our turn to make acontribution. 

The most powerful nioment of the yisit was when students admitted to 
using drugs and made their way to the stage, at Jackson’s request. There 
were, of course, some students who use drugs who did not go down to the 
stage. There were those who went down with intentions other than 
rehabilitation. The point, however, is that Jackson asked these students to 
come down and they did. 

While the general opinion of Jackson’s visit was positive, there have 
been disputes over so-called manipulation of the sudents. Some have been 
‘worried about his mixture of church and politics (which has always been 
his style) becoming a danger to the “separation of church” ideals of 
students and teachers alike. Some students felt they had been “suckered” 
into coming down for the unobyvious prayer that lay ahead. The saddest 
fact, though, was that a great majority of students who did come down for 
the drug counseling are undoubtedly back to where they started. 

My opinion is as such; Of all the speakers in todays world, only Rev. 
Jesse te son could have caused such a reaction. I have no doubt that 
drug users in our school are back to doing what they have keen doing. But 
if his visit changed one mind, and if it made every mind think, then he did 
what he had come to do. 

As far as the religious overtones are concerned, I admit that it is wrong 
to infringe on someone’s separate or non-existent religious. beliefs. 
However, he is a Reverend and can only be blamed for doing his job. 

Two weeks after his visit to our school, Jackson spoke in front of a 
packed Harvard Yard. The subject was apartheid in South Africa and 

articularly Harvard University’s investment of money in South Africa. 
iaetsan displayed his finesse in a speech that was far more political and 
direct than his talk at Cambridge R&L. He asked that-we support the 
uprising people of South Africa. As he said, “It is better to live a life of 
grief on your feet than one of contentment on your knees.”

South Africa: Where Blacks Are Like Foreigners 


Apartheid laws have created a physical and spiritual “hell” for all those people who aren’t white.

South Africa is roughly situated 
between East and West on the globe. 
It is approximately 7000 miles from 
New York and the same distance 
from Tokyo. 

During the colonial time, white 
men had represented the govern- 
ment and the industries of 
Europeans in South Africa. They 
held the country for as long as they 
could and, with the death of 
colonialism, most of them went 
home. But long before they came, 
and now that only relatively small 
group are left, South Africa is, and 
was a different story. 

Three hundred years ago, when 
the Dutch merchants had sailed to 
South Africa, they were on their way 
to or from the East Indies. They 


occasionally stopped along the 
south coast of Africa to purchase 
some fresh water, fruit and 


vegetables, etc. It would still be 
many years before the beauty and 
the fantastic, natural wealth of this 
country would become known to the 
Whites. It would also be many years 
before the questions of control and 
radical separation would become the 
bitter hallmark that today identifies 
South Africa to many minds. Now 
the guiding principle of South 
Africa is the separation of the races. 
The word for this policy is Apar- 
theid. 

South Africa has a population of 
30 million_people which consists of 
214 million Caucasians, 314 million 
East Indians, 22 million Blacks. The 
Whites in South Africa are con- 
sidered as Afrikaans. The 
nationality of the Blacks is still 
undetermined. The Afrikaans are of 
Dutch, German and American 
descent and they represent 10 
percent ‘of the population. Never- 
theless, they hold the power. 

It might seem to be 
unreasonable to believe that such a 
small percentage of the population 
has total control over the rest of the 
inhabitants. All the laws in South 
Africa were made for Caucasians 
and the orders were for Blacks. 


Rich Country 


South Africa is one of the 
world’s richest countries. It has 89 
percent of the world’s platinum, 84 
percent of its chrome, 93 percent of 
its manganese. One might think that 
the life of the people in such a 
country might be extremely com- 
fortable and full of job  op- 
portunities for each individual. One 
might even think that Blacks in 
South Africa would be the happiest 
people in the world because of their 
land which is full of natural 
. resources and wealth. Suprisingly 
enough, the average annual income 
of Caucasians is $7,260, Asians 
$3,516, Colored $2,508, Blacks 
$1,860. Meanwhile, white South 
Africans boast that “their” blacks 
are better off than the citizens of any 
black African country. Despite the 
fact that Blacks cannot vote, cannot 
own property, cannot 


children. to school. Many are not

many Blacks should be allowed to 
live in the city by enforcing influx 
control. In South Africa, Blacks lack 
freedom of movement, freedom of 
leadership, etc. Most repressive of 
all, Blacks are viewed as foreigners 
who must carry a passport in order 
to move from town to town. In my 
view a Black man in South Africa 
with a passport is like a dog carrying 
aleash in the United States. 

One can draw a comparison 
between Apartheid and_ racial 
discrimination in the United States. 
I am sure Americans remembered 
what it was like when similar laws 
and practices were followed in this 
country. Therefore, one could say 
that South Africa is now going 
through its own civil rights crisis. In 
fact, America’s racial discrimination 
-- past of present -- is not at all like 
Apartheid. The difference is that 
racism in the U.S. was imposed by 
the people but not freely by the 
consitutional laws. In South Africa, 
it is the government’s legislation 
that is racist. The results of Apar- 
theid laws have created a physical 
and spiritual “hell” for all those 
people who aren’t white. Meanwhile, 
it has created power, wealth and 
happiness for the Whites. 

According to a new magazine, 
“Black anger has increased since 
President Botha pushed through a 
new constitution last year. It 
established separate Houses of 
Parliament for the colored (people 
of mixed ancestry) and for Asians 
(mostly .Indian extraction), but 
excluded the Blacks altogether.” 

One might see that Afrikaans do 
not intend to ameliorate the mental 
dilemma of their Apartheid crisis, 
nor can we say that they will abolish 
it. Most of the liberals in the South 
African context would not grant 
majority rule to Blacks without 
some form of special protection for 
Whites. It is also believed that if 
Blacks had full rights, some African 
“demagogue” would eventually treat 
Whites, the Colored, and Asians as 
badly as the Blacks have been 
treated in the past. One had to 
believe in that ideology in order to 
not give Blacks their rights to run 
their country themselves. It became 
obvious’ that the government of 
South Africa has the same mentality 
which governed the United States. 
Most white males in the U.S. -are 
fearful of female or black 
domination. They believe that. if 
they give up their power to these 
groups, they will eventually lose 
certain privileges and rights. So they 
hold tightly on to the power which 
has created corruption and war 
since thé beginning of creation. | 

Sooner of later, South Africa’s 5 


-million Whites will be forced to 


share their power. If they resist long 
enough, they may lose everything. 
Already some radical Blacks have 
given up on peaceful change. What 
the Blacks want is not power, but 
their basic rights as human beings. 
They have beén preaching and 


demanding a gradual and peaceful — | 


change since the Apartheid laws 
were passedin 1948. 
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President P.W. Botha’s offer to 
renounce violence and all political 
activity, just two months ago. 
Mandella was clear on what he 
wanted: “The commitment of 
President Botha to dismantle 
Apartheid.” 

However, during the recent 25th 
anniversary of that massacre, 
history repeated itself when violence 
exploded in a black shanty town 
known as Crossroads. During that 
“incident”, South African security 
forces killed 19 rioters and-wounded 
many more. While blood was still 
being spilled, police and govern- 
ment officials claimed that the 
people were looking for trouble in 
the street by disobeying the law. 

The controversy grew stronger 
with the police version strongly 
disputed by black residents of 
Langa who said that they had been 
fired upon without warning or 


provocation. 
Meanwhile, across America, 
state and local governments, 


colleges, universities, churches and 
other conscience-stricken 
organizations have been with- 
drawing their money from banks 
and corporations that have dealings 
with South Africa. Now the 
movement has spread to Congress, 
where members of both parties 
agree that something must be done 
about Apartheid. 

The South African protest is 
just one part of a vast and diverse, 
grassroots crusade against South 
African racism and against Ronald 
Reagan’s approach to it. The 
question that one ought to ask is 
whether Reagan’s administration is 
helping to change a racist system or 
to prop itup. 

According to Newsweek, U.S. 
business has $2.3 billion invested in 
South Africa; when bank loans and 
stock holdings are counted, 
Americans have sunk some $14 


“billion into a country that has 


become an international pariah. 


Supporters of disinvestiture argue 
’ that U.S. and Israeli interests would 


be better served by supporting the 
Blacks rather than by supporting 


_the sinking ship of a racist and 
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One ought to ask if President 
Reagan is a racist. He defends the 
Contras in Nicaragua, calls them 
Freedom Fighters, and he ab- 
solutely disregards the freedoms of 
black South Africans. It seems the 
Reagan administration shows a 
selective morality in its foreign 
policy. 

During Reagan’s third news 
conference, he claimed that the 
“A.N.C. is armed by the Soviet block 
and all of the opposition parties are 
communist.” Well, if it is true, one 
might say that the Soviet foreign 
policy. is a lot better than the 
American: policy. The Soviet 
supporting the 
Blacks who have been kept down for 
so long by the White’s evil system. 
The biggest supporter of this system 
isthe American government which 
has always claimed to be “the father 
of democracy.”

Explains CPR Methods

On Saturday, April 20, 1985, 
FREE CPR training and safety 
information will be available to the 
public. Everyone will have the 
opportunity to participate in this 
“Family Safety Teach-In”. Cam- 
bridge Rindge and Latin is honored 
to support the efforts and to be one 
out of four schools (in the area) 
where these courses will be offered. 

More than 50 million Americans 
suffer accidental injuries each year. 
More than 60,000 Americans die 
each year from coronary artery 
disease: all of the above with 50-60 
percent dying prior to reaching an 
emergency room. 

A study recently conducted in 
the Boston area revealed that in 
medical emergency situations, 
citizens are confused about what 
actions to take, numbers to call, and 
they also. waited too long to call for 
help. These courses are designed to 
teach a nonprofessional how to keep 
a heart attack victim alive until 
emergency help arrives. Also 
available, blood pressure screenings 
and demonstations of the Heimlich 
Maneuver (used to prevent choking). 

The importance of learning 
these and more emergency medical 
techniques is more than worth your 
while. Those who successfully 
complete the two-hour course will 
receive a Red Cross CPR Cer- 
tification and a wallet-card reminder 
of CPR techniques.

During his speech, Jesse Jackson displayed 
arrogance, used his audience for political purposes, and 
encouraged mass hysteria. Yet, beyond these misdeeds, 
more importantly was his message -- a message that was 
given in order to support the preservation of the class 
structure in today’s society. 

Jesse Jackson argued that “the door of opportunity is 
wide open” for blacks in American society dae This is 
due to the successful struggles of the 60s for civil rights. 
He proclaims that it is everybody’s (particularly blacks) 
obligation to do the best they can in school. Itis because of 
this that he makes his plea for students to not use drugs. 

This message demonstrated the falsehood of the 
labelling of Jesse Jackson as a progressive. In fact his 
message objectively supports the continuation of the 

resent political and economic system with all of its evils 
fete intact. Worse still, it promotes the continued 
mystification of the working class, particularly blacks. 

The message, that if one works hard, one can get 
ahead, is an old one. Despite the fact that this message has 
some truth for the individual in today’s America, it is 
irrelevant on a societal level in which Jackson is inherently 
speaking. This is because it neither deals with the reality 
of the horrible future which faces the vast majority of 
American students as they move into the work force, nor 
the social causes for their collective future and poor 
economic status. It merely encourages one section of the 
working class to better its position vis a vis another section 
of the working class. 

For example, if all the blacks in America did raise 
themselves to the highest economic positions in our 
society, the fundamental problem in America and 
throughout the world would remain in essence unchanged. 
The fundamental problem is the fact that a vast majority of 
today’s students will move into wage paying jobs and, 
because of this, will be exploited through both their 
working conditions and their pay. 

Despite all the howling to the contrary by the ruling 
class, it is clear that many Americans are over-educated for 
their particular be and the skills necessary for their jobs. 
Many more will become so in the future due to the 
changing job market which is now producing a greater 
number of low skill jobs. 


For evidence, one merely has to note the number of 
PhD-holders now in the low skill jobs. ; 

What the ruling class (which Jesse Jackson is clearly a 
member of) really wants is the improved socialization of 
today’s youth by a greater volume of “education.” Jackson 
is merely another rich man who wishes to blame the victim 
for his horrible living standards. It is, in fact, the rich men 
of the world who are at fault for the condition of today’s 


poor.

Spells Disaster

as MOVE. All was quiet on 
Osage Avenue until the 
thudder of a blue and white 
State Police helicopter 
grew louder over the 
rooftops. The helicopter 
hovered over the alleged 


shack. Lieutenant Frank 
Powell, chief of the 
Philadelphia bomb 


disposal unit, lit two 1-lb 
tubes filled with water- 
based Gel explosives, 
waited, and released the 
beginning of a disaster. 

For half a minute 
silence continued to rule 
the area. In the next in- 
stance an orange flash gave 
way to a tremendous ex- 
plosion. Neighbors from 
three blocks away shud- 
dered in their houses. A 
cloud of dust covered the 
sky and sparks flew from 
the roof. The sparks turned 
into flickers and they into 
flames. At this time MOVE 
members were supposed to 
be gassed out and the fire 
wasn’t a premeditated 
occurance. The _ flames 
became an inferno. Police 
and members of MOVE 
exchanged thousands of 
rounds of gunfire before 
realizing the horror taking 
place. 

Barbara Johnson, wife 
of Tyree Johnson, the 
Philadelphia Daily News 
staff writer,said, “You 
could see flames 20, 30 feet 
above the roof.” The first 
erson to evacuate the 
ouse was 13 year old 
Birdie Africa, followed by 
Ramona Africa, age 30. 
They are the only MOVE 
survivors. The fire 
destroyed 53 houses and 
severly damaged Po 
an

jets were ineffective.

One officer was 
killed and another 
wounded. A MOVE 


member was beaten while 
many viewed it on the 
news. Philadelphians were 
very upset. 

Many questioned 
whether MOVE really 
posed such a great threat 
and had the firefighters 
reacted soon enough?

"..«.AND JUSTICE FOR ALL" 


Crime has become an increasingly serious problem in American society. 
The crime rate has risen to such proportions that the justice system can 
no longer combat it effectively. Courthouses and jails are already filled 
up with criminals waiting to go on trial or waiting to serve their years. 
There seems to be little room left for true justice to exist. 

People today feel less and less protective by the American federal 
system. There are no longer any guarantees that an assailent will be 
apprehended; victims of crime cannot fell the satisfaction of revenge if 
they see criminals go free. And yet, the concept of justice is deeply 
ingrained in American society. The American Revolution fought for justice 
and freedom, and the legal system set out in the U. S. Constitution tried 
to assure that justice would exist in America forever. Americans believe 
that they have a right to see justice prevail. 

The recent popularity of personal solutions to crime can be seen as a 
result of people desiring justice but not. getting it through the proper 
channels. There are organized groups like the Guardian Angels, who donned 
red berets and began riding the New York City subway system to protect 
Passengers from robbery and violence. Then there are types like Bernhard 
Goetz who literally take justice into their own hands, finding crime an 
excuse for "justified" violence. Goetz popularised vigilantism and became 
a cult hero for many angry citizens and the star of sensatronalist 
newspapers like the New York Post and the Boston Herald. There are also 
millions of other Americans who own handguns and are quite prepared to use 
them to combat violence in their homes or on the streets. 

People like Bernhard Goetz and groups like the Guardian Angels 
exemplify a natural reaction to crime and the feelings of frustration and 
impotence that it creates. It is easy to imagine the overwhelming sense 
of powerlessness that victims of crime must feel. Nevertheless, 
vigilantism is a serious cietar problem. When citizens take revenge into 
their own hands and go beyond the judicial system, there is no justice. 
Goetz and other vigiantes, by killing their muggers and attackers, are 
also committing criminal acts. There must be some order to follow: a 
state of judicial anarchy where each citizen was responsible for creating 
his own version of justice would create utter havoc and disorder. 
Furthermore, it solves nothing to shoot a crimial, as Goetz did. Crimials 
are like the symptoms of a diseased society where the problem of crime is 
deeper than any one person. A disease cannot be cured by the eradication 
of its symptoms. 

Anyone who is truly serious about facing the problems of crime and 
justice in America should try to work inside the existing legal, political 
and social frameworks, not outside them as Bernhard Goetz did. There are, 
presently, vigilante groups like the Guardian Angels that understand their 
role in society. They collaborate with the police ana tney never use 
unnecessary force. There are also great numbers of people who are ; 
currently fighting for victims rights, a vital aspect of justice that is 
just recently developing. New statutes can be made, justices can become 
more sympathetic to victims, even constitutional ammendments are a 
possibility in our society. THERE ARE alternatives to do-it-yourself 
justice. 

Crime is a problem that must be slowly corrected at the level of 
society. We must eradicate poverty and diminish the extremes between the 
"haves" and the "have nots" before anything can be done about the tendancy 
toward crime. It is also vitally important to correct the justice system 
so that it administers justice all the time, not just some of the time. 
Even then, people must work inside the existing frameworks to ensure that 
still more is done for victims but that criminals themselves are not 
stripped of their own rights. Justice is justice all around: not merely 
aid to victims and punishment to criminals. After all, the ten 
commandments, the oldest moral code that exists, tell us that we should 
respect eachother, and that perhaps above all, we should not kill.

"HISTORY TEACHES BLOODY INSTRUCTION, WHICH BEING IGNORED, 


RETURNS TO “PLAQUE THE STUDENT." 


The maxim that "those who do not learn from history are destined to 
repeat it” is borne out by many historical occurences and carries with it 
some ugly forbodings. Time and again, those who deny the value of history 
make the same blunders as their forefathers. Errors, instead of happening 
once, recur and plague humankind if the lessons which history could teach 
are ignored. 

The actions of farmers in America show a recurring pattern that could 
be avoided if the farmers learned from what had happened to their 
predecessors. During a foreign war, or a European depression, times are 
good for American farmers. The added overseas demand stimulates the 
market and drives up prices. Due to a desire for even greater profit, the 
farmers invest their new found wealth in mortgages on more land. They 
feel safe in borrowing because business is doing so well. Inevitably the 
war or the drought across the sea ends and European production picks up. 
This added supply. coupled with the American farmers* new holdings, glut 
the market and prices plummet. The farmers suddenly find themselves 
without the income to pay off those debts incurred when times were goad. 
Frantic, they call for help. Pressures are brought to bear on the 
Federal Government to subsidize agricultural products, to extend low 
interest loans, or to control the banks. This cycle of boom, investment, 
expansion, glut, and bust has recurred several times in American History. 
The average farm size in America increased during the Civil War, and most 
recently, during the last ten years which saw a drought in most of Europe 
and farms worldwide. Each time the price of wheat goes up, farmers 
naively assume it would stay up. This optomism and naivebe is their 
downfall, for the prices will always fall as drastically as they have 
risen. 

: This is one lesson history has taught us, and those farmers have 
repeated the follies of their predecessors. They, it seems. are doomed to 
repeat history until they learn its lesson. 

: Other times it is a leader who ignores the historical precedents of 
his actions, and so leads his whole people into disaster. Such a case was 
Adolf Hitler and his campaign into Russia during the Second World War. 

: During World War I, all invasions of Russia failed. The Russians had 
a unique tactic, practicable only in such a big country as theirs. As the 
invading army approached, villagers burned their entire town to the ground 
and fled towards the interior. When the invading army arrived, there was 
na shelters no relief from the Russian winters was to be had. In this 
Way, the German army in WWI has demoralized and half-starved as well as 
frozen and far from home when they web a revitalized Russian Army. They 
were routed, victims of the cold as much as Russian machine guns. Hitler 
refused to learn the obvious lesson of history: do not invade Russia with 
a large army especially during winter. Instead he diverted a large 
portion of his troops to do just that, invade Russia in the dead of a 
Soviet winter. He was repeating history. Unfortunately for him, so were 
the Russians. At the final confrontation of the Natzi Expeditiacnery Force 





and Russsian resistance, Hitler lost 60% of his army stationed in Russia. 
He had already lost countless soliders to the cold. This mistake was a 
repetition of history and had the same outcome. Had Hitler learned from 
the past, he would have seen the futility of hes invasion. 

There are other examples perhaps closer to home. In the last fifty 
years, Harvard has granted tenure to practically none of its junior 
professors. Apparently, the University prefers to “import" its full 
professors from elsewhere. Even so, junior professors at Harvard are 
still outraged when they are not granted tenute. Ironically enough, many 
of these people are historians who have ignored the patterns of history of 
people in their own situation. Such a person was recently outraged at 
Harvard*s denial to grant him tenure. Clearly it was an unorthodox 
decision as the man had won the Pulitzer Prize for his latest book and 
seemed to be destined for greatness. Had he learned the lessons of 
history, he would have spent hes years as an associate professor at 
Princeton, from whence Harvard obtains more full professors than from any 
other school. Even in everyday occurences of this sort it is wise to 
follow the lessons of history well. 

There are some frightening implications if we who do not learn the 
lessons of history are destined to repeat it. The buildup of conventional 
weapons is aoccuring at a rate equalled only by the period just befor the 
Second World War. If we do not disarm, perhaps WWII is a part of history 
we must repeat. o 

There are many examples in history of people or groups who do not 
learn the lessons of history and are doomed to make the same blunders as 
in history. The obvious remedy is to listen to history, to study it, and 
to learn not only from one’s own mistakes, but also from the mistakes of 
others. In that light perhaps the world leaders should visit 
concentration camps, regardless of German feelinas. Maybe, more 
importantly, they should be taken to see the destruction at Hiroshima and 
Nagasak. That is one part of history the human race cannot afford ta 
repeat, and a lesson our leaders must be taught.
